ALL TAKE TO THE LIFE BOAT 


Balloon Is Lost Off Hatteras After 
Breaking the Continuous 
Flight Record.

Wellman, five companions, and a cat, who 
sailed in the America from Atlantic City lan 
Saturday, were picked up at sea today ‘off 
Cape Hatteras Tue rescue was effected by 
the Royal Mail Packet sate erste steamship 
Trent, Capt. C. E. bound for New 
York by way of the Bermudas, at a point 
about 375 imiles east of Norfolk, Va., and 
about 260 miles northwest of Bermuda 
The America, after a record flight for 
dirigibles of about seventy hours, was sight- 
ed close to the water im distress and was 
abandoned by Wellman and his crew, all of 
whom sought safety aboard the Trent with 
the help of the dirigible lifeboat. 1 
Walter Wellman’s Own Story. 
Wenman's own story of bis. flight as re- 
ceived at Atlantic City by wireless follows: 
S. 8. Trent, via New York.—After pas- 
ing Nantucket on Sunday me 
made, as estimated, 140 miles east-north- 
east, drifting with a fresh breeze without 
the motor. In the afternoon the wing was 
westerly, and at 0 p. 9

Throw Over Tanks to Keep Afloat. 

On the heels of the first fragmentary news 
came a wireless message frocn the Trent, ex- 
plaining that the serious troubles of the airy 
ship crew began when Wellman and the crew 
noticed that so much gas was escaping from 
the big bag that the America was settling 
toward the waves. To keep from dropping 
into the water it was necessary to throw out 
tank after tank of gasoline, which left the 
airship without fuel for the engines. The 
other wireless messages from Capt. Down 
foliow: 

On board 8. S. Trent, Oct. 18.—Airehip 
America sighted. at 5 a. m. asking by 
Morse code for assistance. Later re- 
quested me to stand by and have boat 
ready. Made effort to get line to airship, 
but this found to be useless. Later. 
airship crew took places in lifeboat and 
when latter was near water ropes were 
cut and airship rose rapidly and drifted 
to westward. Wellman and crew picked 
up safely and lifeboat in good shape. 
All glad of being rescued. Airship had 
broken motor and “Wellman was out of 
course. Airship abandoned in latitude 
$5.18 north long. 68.13 west.

Aeronauts Watched for Ship. 
On board 8. 8. Trent, Oct. 18.—Airship 
began to lose gas after leaving Atlantic 
City, and had to throw more gasoline 
overboard to keep above the water. When 
practically all the gasoline was gone the 
America began to drift. The airship 
crew knew the Trent was due from Cuba 
and had left the Bermudas on_Monday. 
They kept a sharp lookout for the Trent 
When the America was abandoned it 
still had gas enough aboard to keep afloat 
At least twenty-four hours longer. The 
crew was glad to get aboard Trent, never- 
theless, as they hed begun to fear that 
they would not reach home again. Navi- 
gator Simons of America took several 
photographs of the airship from the deck 
of Tren: before the airship disappeared. 
Trent's firet sight of the airship was 
during the dim dawn and showed America 
to the southwest. On account of the light 
airship was magnified in appearance. 
Airship began communications by Morse 
code, althgugh from the America’s own 
code enough words could e 
to show need for help. 
After first communications wireless was 
found more practical and used. Tried 
several times to hand line to airship, but 
couldn't. All that time we were so close 
to America we could talk easily with 
Wellman. Commander of Trent mega- 
phoned. Finally Wellman decided to take 
to lifeboat. Lifeboat was landed safely 
in water, while Trent stood by with buoys 
and life boats.

Trent Reaches New Vork Today. 
The Trent, which is expected to dock in 
the North river between noon and 1 o'clock 
tomorrow afternoon, with the aeronauts 
aboard, began to come into the wireless 
zone of New York as the afternoon pro-

Asks Aid by Wireless. 

Daylight was rapidly approaching when the 
airship and the steamer came in sight of 
each other.

The Trent hove to, upon sighting the air- 
ship, and spent three hours in maneuvering 
and picking up Wellman, Vaniman and their 
assistants.

At 7:30 a. m., three hours 
after the steamship had sighted the America 
and within a few minutes of seventy-one and 
one-half hours from the time the airship left 
the Atlantic City beach, Wellman, his com- 
panions, and the lifeboat were hauled aboard 
the Trent. 

The balloon, nowe speck in the sky, was left 
to the winds, to founder in the Atlantic when 
its gas had escaped. None of the aéronauts 
was found to have suffered een from his 
adventures. 


Wireless Plays Impertaht Part, 

Wireless telegraphy, which first helped in 
life saving at sea when the hip Re- 
public was sunk in a collision a year ago 
last winter, for the first time played In im- 
portant part in an aeronautical rescue. Dur- 
ing the earliest hours the Morse lamp sig- 
naling also was brought into playin com- 
municating between the America and the 
Trent, the first sigmals leading to the rescue 
being exchanged by the Morse lamp method. 

Although Wetiman had been blown far from 
his course by the winds that-began to come 
out of the northwest Sunday night, thereby 
making his announced plans futile, in flight 
establishes a world’s record long distance 
flights for a dirigible. 

The previous record was held by Count 
Zeppelin, who last year flew from Dusseldorf 
to Bitterfeld and return, a total distance of 
840 miles, in thirty-eight hours. The record 
for time and distance of a nondirigible bal- 
loon was made in a flight about eight years 
ago from England to the ceriter of Russia, 
a distance of 1,112 miles, in seventy-two 
hours, which is only a shade over the Amer- 
ica’s flight so far as time is concerned. 


Missed Chance of a Lifetime. 

“ Wellman just missed the chance of a life- 
time,” Forecaster Scarr said. It he only 
had been able to travel fast enough Saturday 
hight and Sunday morning to get up into the 
offshore winds thag began to come @ff the 
New England ccast on Sunday and Sunday 
night. he would still have them at his back 
and now would be well on his way to Burope.“ 

Before news ot the rescue came from Ca 
Down of the Trent today, the president de- 
elded it was time for the government to take 
a hand in looking the missing aeronauts.. 
While he was inspecting Ellis isiand, he in- 
quired frequently for news of the voyagers. 
When nohe was forth ing, he telegraphed 
after luncheon to Secretary Andrews of the 
treasury depertment at Washington to ask 
what revenue cutters were available to send 
to sea on a search for the balloon. 

The secretary replied that the department 
could send the derelict destroyer Seneca from 
New York, the Gresham from Boston, and 
‘the “Acushnel from Nantucket.’ These cut- 
ters immediately were ordered to sea, but 
before they got under way the president 
learned of the rescue of the airship and its 
crew. 

Joseph Salus, Col. Thomas Potter, and other 
members of the Atlantic syndicate which 
backed the flight, expressed confidence in the 
Wellman crew. Next to Weilman in com- 
mand of those rescued today was Melvin 
Vaniman, a young American engineer, whose, 
experiences have ranged from the teaching of 
music in an Illinois college to photographer, 
actor, aeroplane builder, opera singer, engi- 
neer. balloonist. and designer and builder of 
dirigibles, and a unique dirigible hanger used 
in French and Russlen army maneuvers. | 


Built for Arctic Trip. f 
The America was built in America for 
Wellman’s proposed trip from Norway to 
the north pole four years ago and after one 
summer at Dane's island, Spitzbergen, the 
aeronaut took the airship to Paris and re-“ 
built it himself. It was exceeded in size 
only by Count Zeppelin’s dirigible. 
The America was 228 feet over all and 
had a diameter of 52 feet. Its letting 
capacity when it left Atlantic City Was 


23,650 pounds. 
It carried ‘three. gasoline engines, two of 


1 trom 80 te vo horse power for propulsion and 


a donkey engine of from 10 tol2 horse power. 
The upward and dowtrward control was 
managed by mechanism connected with the 
propellers. Below the car hung the life

NARROW ESCAPES IN BOAT 


Equilibrator Menaces. Men on 
Ladder; Airship Vanishes 
in Flight.

Aboard the Trent, at sea off Cape Hatteras, 
Oct. 18.—Fighting their way in their life. 
boat from the tossing dirigible America, the 
members of the expedition that started from 
Atlantic City last Saturdey morning to cross 
the ocean were taken aboard i poe at 
7:30 o'clock this morning. 
For thirty-four and a half ee 
ica had been in danger of complete wreck 
as it rolled through a half gale. from the | 
north at the end of its snakelike equilibrator. | 
In. that time it had been carried 455, miles 
from its course northeast from the island of 
Nantucket, and when it was sighted from 


in the last extremity. 

The vicious wrenching of the equilibrator 
as it leaped from wave to wave was telling 
on the structure of the dirigible, and as the 
crew.came down the rope ladder to the life- 
boat slung from the baloon the 00 foot 
chain of steel tanks and wooden cylinders 
lashed at them as if in conscious in- 
juring two of the men and tearing à hale in 
the side of the boat itseif. 

The injuries to these men were not serious, 
however. and none of the others was hurt in 
any way. Even the weegray kitten that was 
taken along as mascot came through with- 
out a scratch. 


Will Take Heroes to New York. 

Tomorrow afternoon the Trent will land 
tnese new heroes of the air at New York 
Walter Wellman, commander of the expedi- 
tion, still at their head and the first man to 
drive a motor propelled air craft of any 
type over the high seas. 

With him will come Melvin Vaniman, chief 
engineer of the expedition ahd the designer 
of the America; John Auburt, one of his 
assistants and the only one of the experts 
he brought with him from France who re- 
mained with the expedition; Albert Louis 
Loud, Vaniman's brother-in-law and another 
of bis assistants; and Jack“ Irwin, the wire- 
less operator, who has added another 
achievement to bis record, having rebetved 
from. the sinking Republic the C. Q. D.“ 
signal. which he himself sent out from the 
America this morning. 

Irwin and Loud were the men struck down 
by the equilibrator as it leaped upon them 
from the crest of a wave. A bruise or two 
and the memory of still another danger 
through which they had passed comprised 
the measure of their experience. The hole 
stove in the lifeboat was well above the water 
line and the boat might have proved a safe 
refuge for a long time. 


440. C. D.“ Is Sent Out. 

It was exactly half past four when the 

lookout sighted the America from his post 
in the crow’e nest. He had barely cried 
hig discovery when the America. sighted 
us, and there came to me the C. Q: 
D.“ of the Morse code. It was answered 
immediately, of course. : 
Dawn was just showing then, and as a 
reply went to the America the Morse lamp 
of the Trent began winking its signals across 
the moderate sea that was running. The 
America lost no time in telling us its plight. 

Nor were words wasted in telling us. The 
crew wanted to abandon the America; would 
we follow them until some way of making the 
transfer could be decided upon? We could 
make out the pitching of the dirigible as the 
tall-like thing that hung from its stern struck 
each wave crest and racked the white struc 
ture beneath the huge yellow gas bag. 

Capt. Charles E. Downs of the Trent did 
not hesitate when the call from the America 
was taken to him. The dirigible was then 
drifting past us at twelve knots an hour and 
was well to the east of us. Just how far 
away it was it was impossible to tellin the 
light that was then showing, but the Trent 
put about and took up the trail. .Word came 
then of a conference aboard the America and 
at 5:30 we were told that its men would put 
off in their lifeboat. 

Ever we could see how hazardous an un- 
dertaking that would be, for the nearer we 
drew to the America the more plainly canid 
we see how the equilibrator was affecting it 
as wave after wave caught it, flung its tip 
upward, and then seized it again for a 
wrench that sent the dirigible’s nose high 
into the air. 


Airship Runs Away. 

Just before seven the life boat finally was 
lowered and the men began to take their 
places in it. One @fter another made his 
way down the rope ladder that swung to 
and fro, not only in the motion of the air- 
ship itself, but in the strength of the wind 
that was «weeping from the north. / 

It was not until the men had been taken,

aboard the Trent that we knew of the in- 
jury that had befallen Irwin and Loud, for 


the life boat a spectacular thing happened. 
The airship, freed from the weight of the 
crew and of the tiny boat, leaped into the 
air and was swiftly lost to sight. 

lt was carried away from us as suddenly, 
blotted from our sight as completely, as we 
had been told it had been when it was re- 
leased from the hangar at Atlantic City 
three days before. 

Once the lifeboat had taken to the water 
the dangers of the men from the America 
were over. Only a. moderate sea was run- 
ming, and there was no more difficulty in 
“bringng the boat alongside than there was 
in swinging up to the davits of the Trent. 
At 7:80 oglock the rescued were on our 
decks.

ANOTHER WILL TRY TO CROSS.

The Cranberry. 


HE cranberry is one of the unheralded 
annuals. It comes into the market 
too early to make its coming an 
event, for the more favored fruits 
Are some of them with us when it 
arrives. Originally used for little else than 
an accompeniment to turkey, chicken or wild 
fowl in the shape of a sauce or jelly, its scope 
is now being extended and not a few desserts 
are being made of it. There are cranberry 
or “mock cherry” pies in numerous variations, 
and cranberry fluffs and puffs in variety. 
The greatest: cramberry bogs in the country 
are thage of Cape Cod, with their hundreds of 
pickers in the season. The city of Paris, says 
us veler, consumes Seventy barrels 
re 
many likewise imports them and calls them 
-preisselbeeren, or prisselbeeren or moosbeer- 
en, and a moss. berry they truly are. The vines 
grow on a bed of damp swamp mos and are 
very waxy often, and beautifu 5 
Our sojourner in The North Woods in Oc- 
tober,“ says that the cranberries of the 
swamps surpass in sweetness the cultivated 
varieties. They are “protected from the early 
frosts, ripened, flushed -with health, firm, 
plump and sweet. To understand what cran- 
berry sauce really can be you must break 
your back in a marsh getting out your own 
berries.” But he fails to mention how illu- 
sive are the same berries, or possibly he 
never has found them so. Sometimes when 


the marsh joins a little pond, fruit festooned - 


eranberry ‘vines will reach out and drape 
themselves gracefully. on a shrub a foot or 
so above the water, and seem to be a flaunt- 
ing sign of many berries close at hand. Per- 
haps we walk some distance to secure a dip- 
per in which to pick a supply, and return only 
to find that the few berries hanging out to 
reflect themselves in the water are the only 
ones anywhere. about, al..ough there is a 
wilderness of vines all around. The few der- 
ries rolling. around in the bottom of our dip- 
per do not guarantee that we shall have cran-

HE misfortune which terminated William 

Vaughn Moody's activities as a play- 

wright, and which finally—on_ Monday 

ended his life, came too soon to permit 

an accurate estimate to be made of his 
importance as a writer for the theater. After 
the sensationally popular “ The Great Divide” 
he wrote The Faith Healer,” an earnest, honest 
two hour sermon, more of a poetic, imaginative 
discourse than a play, and it proved to be futile, 
inasmuch as few persons went to hear it. The 
protagonist was a fanatic, a man of one idea, 
and as monotony is inherent in that breed, so 
monotony was the tiresome note of the play. 
“The Faith Healer” was a poet's drama—not a 
dramatist’s. 

The success of “The Great Divide” was 
somewhat of a mystery. After a chill recep- 
tion of its first performance by Miss Anglin at 
the Garrick theater here it was damned on the 
road as dull and rawly obscene from Dan to 
Beersheba, including Pittsburg, Washington, and 
ull way stations. But in New York the critical 
experts and the uncritical public hailed it as a 
dramatic paragon, and it appeared there during 
many prosperous months, returning later to Chi- 
cago to receive similar acclaim. 

It was melodrama adorned with psychology 
and poetry, a queer admixture, but a popular 
and inclusively interesting one; and if the proc- 
esses by which the Sabine woman was purged 
of her puritanism and raised to the height of 
accepting the actual were cryptic to the average 
playgoer, the bigness and the brutality of the 
situation itself provided the necessary entertain- 
ment. Its implicit moral was that sin against 
one’s native instincts is less grave than sin 
against the established moral law. Its essential 
drama was the struggie between the conven- 
tionality of. the woman and the influence upon 
her of her “unfinished man.” 

This was a difficult thing to project across 
the footlights, for the natural impulse of the 
average audience was to ask why a woman like 
Ruth did not kill Ghent in the crucial situation 
of the first act, where she had, mme opportunity 
and the plausible reason. But the psychology 
of the moment was apparent to the majority— 
that the woman had already felt the influence 
of the man—that she had talked with him, had 
established a human relationship with him, and 
that it was impossible for her to kill him in 
cold blood. Although she was scarcely con- 
scious of it; the bond which was to unite their 
lives had already been formed, and she could 
not break it. This achievement marked Mr. 
Moody as a dramatist of unusual subtlety. 

The play brought its understanding audiences 
to the rim of the great mystery of sin and did 
not attempt to go beyond it. It was Mr. 
Moody's business to show how various concrete 
beings meet problems of existence and what the 
result if. This he did; and if the poetic nature 
of his medium occasionally seemed ornately in- 
appropriate to the characters engaged in it, the 
result was of enough dramatic reality to make 
“The Great Divide“ one of the few thoughtful 
contributions to the theater of today. 


Praises Work of Moody. 


“William Vaughn Moody was perhaps the 
most distinguished American~poet of thé last 
fifteen years,” said James Weber Linn, assist- 
ant professor of English at the University of 
Chicago, last night in speaking of the work of 
his former colleague. 

“ His especial claim to distinction as a dram- 
atist,” continued Prof. Linn, “was his ability 
to write a play of the quality of literature 
which was at the same time interesting to the 
general public. We have a number of play- 
wrights in America who can write plays which 
appeal successfully to popular taste and there 
have been several American poets whose dra- 
matic poems, possessed literary power, but the 
man who could pass both the test of the box 
office and that of the exacting critic as Mr. 
Moody did has been disappointingly rare in this 
country.” 

The news of Mr. Moody’s death in Colorado 
Springs was a shock to his friends in Chicago 
yesterday, most of them supposing that he was 
on the road to recovery. 

The arrangements for his funeral have not 
yet been learned by friends.

FEAR ANIMUS IN PROSECUTION.

Patrolman Who Picked Up Decoy Pack- 
age Exonerated by Board—Alleged 
Loafing Policemen to Face Trial. 


After hearing all the intricacies of a de- 
tective scheme to trap supposed Black 
Hand operators, the police trial board 
yesterday brought in a verdict of not gull- 
ty im the case of Patrolman James P. Me- 
Grath of the South Chicago station, who was 
charged with trying to steal a package that 
he thought contained money. 

The charges were brought by Isaac Weche- 
ler, 8644 Commercial avenue, who had re- 
ceived threatening letters demanding that 
ke place a package containng $1,000 in bille 
where the writers could take it. He charged 
that two “ dummy packages were prepared 
by him and McGrath and that no one ap- 
peared to claim either of them. He then told 
McGrath that he was going t> hide real 
money, and thet on that night McGrath him 
self took the package. 

It contained nothing but strips of paper, and 
McGrath's defense was that he and another 
policeman had concluded it was uneafe to 
leave the exposed all night. One of 
the reasons for the decision of the trial board 
was a suspicion of animus in Wechsler’s at- 
titude, as he engaged a lawyer and prosecut- 
ed the case bitterly.

Progress of Disease Can Be Watched 
Under Experiment, 


Bulttmore, Id., Oct. 18.—~{Special.}—Along 

lines conceived by himself and worked out 
under the skillful guidance of Jobns Hopkins 
men who are at the head of the Rockefeller 
Institute for Medical Research, Dr. Alextus 
Carrel has made what is prociaimed to be one 
of the most. prominent medical discoveries of 
the age. 
Dr. Carrels discovery involves a method 
for the removal from the human body of por- 
tions of the stomach, blood vessels, skin, 
bone, and poncncaty 3 7 4 and 
making them grow at a aa they 
ad in the human form to which they be- 
longed. 


At the Rockefeller institute attention has 
been directed for some time to the science 
of germ cultivation, the development of which 
within the last few yeare has been a signs) 
triumph in medicine, Dr. Carrel, who paid 
much attention to the cultivation of the 
germs of disease some time ago, began to 
apply himself epecifically to the growth of 
healthy tissues of the human system after 
they had been removed from the body. 

He tried his experiments with tissues from 
the stomach, with tissues from the blood ves- 
sels, cartilage, and bone, and in the end his 
efforts were rewarded by success. He kept 
| portions of the human body alive as long as 
three weeks after they were taken from the 
person to whom they belonged, 


Can Watch Whole Process. 


The method of cultivating e living body 
or portions of it is similar to the cultivation 
of desease germs and is by the aid of culture 
material within the sealed receptaclea. These 
are of glass and the processes and functions 
performed by the parts of the body, as they 
are developed by artificial means, are care- 
fully studied by the medical men. 

The true study of the living tlesues when 
in the progress of disease may be followed 
and a way pointed out for the lication of 
proper and effective remedies. It is believed 
that much can be learned which will lead to 
a more intelllgent treatment of cancer than 
was possible in the light of present knowl.

Tilinois Federation Aroused 


Over Repealing Employ- 
ers’ Defenses, 


AT CHICAGOANS, 


President Wright in Annual Re- 
port Scores Opponents of 
His Ideas. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT} 
foock Island, III., Oct. 18.—[Special.]—Em- 
ployers’ liability combined with compensa- 
tion, or the question of repealing the present 
Jegal defenses of the employers before con- 


~ gidering a compensation scale, today became 


one of the big issues of the annual conven- 
tion of the Illinois State Federation of Labor. 

The differences existing on this subject be- 
tween President Edwin R. Wright of the 
gtate labor body and President John Fitzpat- 
rick of the Chicago Federation of Labor be- 
came acute as the result of a covert slap 
taken by Mr. Wright at the officers of the 
Chicago central organization. 

In his annual report, read at the morning 
session, President Wright dealt at great 
length with the subject of employers’ liabil- 
ity and the late Illinois commission, of which 
he was secretary. 


Calls Opponents “False Prophets.” 

Without mentioning names the state labor 
chief declared that officers of the Chicago 
federation and others who opposed compensa- 
tion for industrial accidents in the proposed 
liability bill were false prophets. This part 
of his report read: 

Issues are raised, pages are printed, and 
speeches are made on a hundred subjects that 
only becloud the issue. Workers have been 
gulled into following false prophets into a 
wilderness of specious reasoning. We often 


are robbed of our just dues for our labor. 


Our liberties are restricted and our sensibili- 
ties are disregarded, but until we crystallize 
the attention. uf our unions upon a proper 
valuation of human life all else is gutile. 

“The state federation should demand the 
conservation of human life, surrounding our 
membership with every known safeguard. 
This will reduce the number of injuries to a 
minimum and throw the burden upon the 
industry. While we may not realize ideal 
conditions at once, we can at least place our 
gtate in the forefront of progressive legisla- 
tion. 


United Front Essential. 


„Had we been able to act unitedly in the 
eonferences and perfect the bill along the 
lines indicated, we would have wiped from the 
gtatute books of Illinois the defenses of the 
employer known as the fellow servant law, 
the assumption of risk and similar taws. 

„We would have done more. We ‘ould 
have given more than ten times the present 
indemnity to the widow of every man killed 
in the state. We would have secured at least 
half time for every temporary injury and Yr 
permanent disability a considerably larger 
sum than for death. We would have laid a 
broad and adequate foundation for the pay- 
ment of old age pensions and compensation 
for occupational! disease. 

Mr. Wright’s covert fling at the Chicago 
federation officers aroused the Chicago dele- 
gates and made them more determined to get 
after his scalp. Efforts will be made to defeat 
him for reélection, and it is probable that his 
attitude of opposition to the Chicago federa- 
tion on the question of compensation will be 
raised against him as an issue. His friends, 
however, declared that Mr. Wright Y ould be 
retiected by a larger majority than ever, if 


not by acclamation. The only opposition te | 


bim comes from Chicago.

Harding $ Luck”; a 
Good “Juvenile” Book 


BY ELIA W. PEATTIE. 

EFORBE E. Nesbit became famous 
as a writer of fine fiction for adults 
she already enjoyed an enviable rep- 
utation among the children, and 
it is therefore with the certainty 

of being excellently amused that one 
opens a new juvenile from her pen. “ HARD- 

G'S LUCK ” is the title of her latest book 
for young folk. It is not for children who 
go to bed at 6, but for those who are allowed 
to sit up, let us gay, till half after 8, and it 
tells the story of a lame beggar boy, who ad 
his door of escape into the world of dreams. 
These dreams took him along the avenues 
of the years till he got back into his own 
previous existence in the times of Queen 
Elizabeth, and from his lost traditions he 
drew stores of love and courage, honor and 
cleverness, to tide him over his difficulties. 
So presently all was well with him, and he 
was one of the happiest and most fortunate 
boys in England. But he is not left in that 
enviable estate. Finding that he has taken 
from one whom he had come to love, his 
title and estate, he determines to go back Into 
the world of dreams and dwell there, as 
not to make another unhappy. This he does, 
and the surprised reader of the book is left, 
not with the usual material satisfaction of 
the hero, but with a strange, illusive spiritual 
idea. 

Extraordinary as the theme is, however, !t 
does not seem to detract from the satisfacticn 
which the young person finds in the story. 
Fancy that is bred in the soul as well as in 
the head'is what the finest young people hun- 
ger for. And here they have tt—there is life 
and poetry, reality and dreams. (Frederick 
A. Stokes company.) 

> 

The lesser poems of Hans Sachs, Meister- 
singer, and Shoemaker, have been done into 
English by William Leighton, and make a 
substantial volume of three hundred pages. 
In the introduction the editor writes: 
Though the most famous of the Meister- 
singers, the great popularity that Hans 
Sachs enjoyed was done not so much to 
the elaborate production of meister songs 
under the two hundred and thirty formulated 
rules that governed such composition, as to 
the more familiar versifications in which 
he appealed directly to the hearts of his 
neighbors and countrymen. 

“Therefore his simple tales have been 
selected for translation in this volume, 
though doubtless their author considered 
them the lighter and less artistic of his 
work. He was a most prolific writer, the 
number of his pleces of verse being more 
than six thousand with more than half a 
million of lines.“ 

Hans was born in 1494, and lived to be 
81 years of age.. The son of a tailor, he was 
himeelf a cobbler, who did not go to school 
until he was sixteen years of age; yet his 
songs, spontaneous in their impulse as the 
notes of a nightingale yet held in constraint 
according to the elaborate technique of the 
time, won him. superlative fame in the days 
when Germany was under the thrall of the 
minstrel. 

A -bright humor pervades these familiar 
songs. In subject and in treatment they 
suggest The Ingoldsby Legends.” The 
mirth, however, is distinctly German in 
character, and the tales have a goblin charm 
which might well set Richard Strauss te 
inventing a musical exposition of them, 
The volume will be treasured by lovers of 
old songs and legends. (David Mutt, pub- 
lisher, London.)

“THE LURE OF THE ANTIQUE ” is a 
finely printed and illustrated volume con- 
taining much valuable information for the 
lover of “old things.” The author is Wal- 
ter A. Dyer, who has chosen to approach 
his interesting subject from the point of 
view of the American.

|| CLOTHING STRIKE 


state Official’ Quits Task; 
Finds Garment Workers 
Make No Demands. 


FIRM MAKES STATEMENT. 
Charges Agitators with Selfish 
‘Ends with Stirring Up Trou- 
ble Among Employes. 


Ben F. Shadjey, chairman ot the state 
board of arbitration, yesterday withdrew 
from negotiations to adjust the labor differ- 
ences between Hart, Schaffner & Marx and 
their garment makers. He was convinced by 
the firm that the strikers made no demands 
and there was nothing to arbitrate. 


Firm Issues Statement. 

After Mr. Shadley's departure for his home 
in Galesburg the firm issued the following 
statement for publication: 

„Our regard and respect for decent public 
opinion leads us to pregent the true situation 
among our employs. 

“No demand has been made on us for 
higher wages; we pay the highest wages 
known today in the business, and we give our 
employés steady work. No demand has been 
made on us for better conditions in which to 
work. There are no better conditions than 
we offer our operatives—clean, light, well 
ventilated, sanitary shops, with all conven- 
fences for comfort. 

Not so many years ago the contract sys- 
tem was the rule, and the condition of the 
garment workers was bad. We established 
our own shops and made them what they 
are, and they have been investigated by some 
of the leading authorities in such matters in 
the world and pronounced modele of excel- 
lence. Such shops as ours have raised the 
clothing industry to a high plane. 

“The present trouble is not, in a true 
sense, a strike of our employés; on the con- 
trary, if our employés were let alone by agi- 
tators, our shops would berunning smoothly, 
fully equipped, inside of forty-eight hours. A 
large majority—-00 per cent—of our workers 
are contented with wages and conditions. 
It is natural that among 10,000 employés 
there should be some who are restless, and 
there always will be some, but no honest 
complaint about conditions or methods in our 
shops has ever been or ever will be denied 
fair consideration by us. 


Say Agitators Made Trouble. 

“This whole matter is an attempt to force 
a small majority of our workers to do the bid- 
ding of a emall number prompted by. agita- 
tors who are seeking seMish ends. We know 
that most of our employés would quickly oc- 
cupy their places if they were not afraid of 
harm from outsiders,

QUICK START OF VALUE. 


Quafter Back Should Not Get 


Into.the Interference, as He 
May Clog the Action. 


BY WALTER H. ECKERSALL. 

As the football season advances and oppor- 
tunities are afforded for followers of the 
popular college sport to form good ideas of 
revised football a deal of discussion has 
taken place as to what is the strongest play 
under the new code. Even under the old 
rules there was a difference of opinion as to 
whether an end run was better than a line 
plunge, or an off tackle drive better than send- 
ing a tackle around and outside of the other 
tackle. f 

The secret of any team’s attack under the 
new rules is the quickness with which the 
players who carry the ball get to the line of 
ecrimmage, unless a forward pass or an 
onside kick is to be attempted. Taking this 


fact into consideration and the value of other 


lays, the off thekie play by either one of the 
Balz dozen backs is generally considered the 
best play in modern football. 

With the push and pull of the man with the 
ball éliminated, the runner now must make 
bis gains unaided except for what help he 
obtains from his interference. As a result 
the sooner he gets to the point of attack the 
better chance he has of making ground. As 
soon as a play ts started the defensive eleven 
moves to the point of attack as quickly as 
possible, and if there is an opening at this 
point the sooner the runner gets to it the 
more success the play is sure to have, as 
the defensive agguwegation soon will close 
such holes.

If a coach is fortunate enough in having 
three fast backs with ability’ to pick holes 


de can use this off tatkle play practically all 


the time and be pretty sure of success. Of 
course such teams must have good linemen 
who know their positions thoroughly, as the 
forwards have just as much to do with the 
success of the play as the player with the 
ball. 


More vatiad is given the play if a tackle is‘ 


shifted and the play sent on the strong side 
lof the lime. Teams which do not have stc- 
cess with shifting players allow too much 
time for the shift and in so doing they al- 


| low the opposing eleven plenty of time to shift; 


to meet the play. Such playe to be suc- 
cessful should be started the instant the 
shifted player gets into position, and if this 
is done, the offensive players will get the Jump 
on their opponents, nine times out of ten. 


There Is a difference of opinion as to. 


whether the quarter back should get in 
ahead of the runner on off tackle plays or whether 
he should keep out of the play entirely. It is poor 
policy to allow the quarter to get into the inter- 
ference on this play as he will clbg the action 
in the majority of cases and in some instances 
will interfere with the man carrying the bali 
before the attacking paint is reached. 


Duty of the Quarter Back. 

With two players leading the runner, this num- 
ber is sufficient to take off the defensive players 
who have a chante to meet the play as soon as 
ft. is started. The quarter will be doing all that 
fs asked of him tf he gives the runner the ball 


without impeding the progress of the ‘latter and | 


then he should keep bis eyes open for fumbles, 
In this connection it Is necessary to add that the 
quarter never should pass the ball to the runner 
on this play or any other except in case of neces- 
pe vs The quarter always should jam the ball into 
the stomach of the receiver in a manner which 
does not make it necessary for the player who 
is to receive the ball to watch for the ball or at- 
tempt to catch it while running at full speed. 
In passing the ball there are all sorts of chances 
for fumbles, while in the manner suggested fum- 
bles rarely occur. The off tackle play has been 
one of the strongest plays in football ever since 
the game has been played, but it takes a fast. driv- 
ing back to work it to the point of perfection. In 
case the full back or other half back is siow in 
getting out of the runner’s way and still perform- 
ing his duties tn the Interference the coaches 
should adjust these players in positions which 
will enable them to get to the attacking point 
quickly and not interfere in any way with the run- 
ner's progress. This can be done by moving thane 
players forward a couple ot feet.
